Heavy Ordnance for War Ship*. 

Washington.—The Ordnance Bureau 
of tlie Navy Department opened bide 
for a large amount of heavy ordnance 
for the war ships. The aggregate of 
the contracts will reach about $360,- 
000. These are for cast-steel shells of 
the following dimensions: One thous¬ 
and 13-inch, 1000 12-inch and 600 10- 
inch; also forged-steel shells as fol¬ 
lows: Three thousand 8-inch, 5000 
6-inoh, 5000 4-inch and 5000 5-inch. 

With this increase of naval ordnance 
the Navy will be well supplied with ma¬ 
terial, if by any chance the present 
peace negotiations are not brought to 
a successful consummation. All of the 
leading steel and ordnance firms bid in 
the competition at prices somewhat 
lower than have ruled heretofore. 


Protest* to Spain. 

Madrid.—In the course of an inter¬ 
view with a member of the Cabinet by 
a representative of the Associated 
Press, the Minister said England had 
presented a note to Spain asking for 
explanations on the subject of fortifica¬ 
tions beiitg erected by Spain near Gib¬ 
raltar which, the note declares, are un¬ 
justified, in view of the good relations 
existing between the two countries. 

Spain is absolutely quiet. Don 
Carlos has given his partisans strict 
orders not to commit acts of rebellion 
while the divisions among the Repub¬ 
licans render that party powerless.

OUR LOSSES AT MANILA. 

Forty-Six Killed mxl One Hundred 
Wounded* 

Hongkong.—Officers of the steamer 
China from Manila, which has arrived 
here, report that it was evident that 
the resistance of the Spaniards when 
Manila was attacked by the Americans 
was merely nominal and was made 
solely to maintain the honor of Spain. 
The officers talked with express the 
belief that the escape of Governor- 
General Augusti was prearranged and 
was well understood by Admiral 
Dewey. 

A dispatch from Manila says the 
total number of killed on the American 
side during the attack upon and oap- 
j ture of Manila was forty-six and tho 
! wounded about 100. The Spanish 
losses were about 200 killed and 400 
wounded. The fire of the Americans 
j did practically no damage to the tow n 
nor to the non-combatants. Tho 
Americans had considerable difficulty 
in keeping the insurgents out of the 
city, only admitting those who were 
without weapons. 

Five insurgents were shot, while loot¬ 
ing at Tondo. An insurgent officer be¬ 
came involved in a quarrel with a 
Spaniard in the Escolta, in the Uinondo 
suburb, during which the Spaniard 
fired upon the insurgent, inflicting 
wound* in the latter’s legs. The Span¬ 
iard was arrested and imprisoned. 

General Merritt has issued a procla¬ 
mation decreeing that the nruviaioqal 
Government anff the local authorities 
shall remain unchanged for the pres¬ 
ent, except so far as the supreme juris¬ 
diction is concerned. Tho proclama¬ 
tion further declares that any native 
who resists the present authorities 
shall be treated as a lawbreaker. 

General Jaudenes, in the course of 
an interview had with him by the 
representative of the Associated Frees, 
said he knew the fight was a hopeless 
one, but that he intendiHl to resist tho 
Americans in the name of honor, but 
was persuaded to surrender for the 
sake of the non-combatants. He eulo- 
igzed tlie Americans for the humanity 
they have shown.

Present War Taxes Suflt.leut fur In¬ 
creased (expenditure*. 

Washington.—It is the opinion of 
tlie officials of the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment that there will lie no necessity 
for another bond issue, growitig out of 
tlie war, and that the present slight 
modifications should lie retained on 
the statute book for an indefinite 
period. The following may be taken 
as the views of tho Treasury Depart¬ 
ment on the '•subject: 

”It may be confidently hoped that 
no further issues of bonds will lie 
necessary in connection with bringing 
the extraordinary war expenditure to a 
close. With the Treasury well sup¬ 
plied for the early future and with the 
power conferred upon the Secretary to 
make temporary loans to the extent 
of $100,003,000, if required, any fur¬ 
ther resort to bond issues seems a most, 
remote probability. 

“This view is reinforced by tlie fact 
that with the operation of the now ex¬ 
cise and stamp taxes the revenues of 
tlie Government will laregly exceed 
disbursements based upon ordinary 
peace conditions. This increase in 
revenue ought to and will provide for 
an increase in war and navy expen¬ 
ditures which no doubt will be wit¬ 
nessed even after military operations 
have terminated. That enlarged ex¬ 
penditures for the navy and the army 
over expenditures in the past will be 
necessary is most obvious, and it is a 
matter of congratulation that by the 
wise action of Congress the Government 
has been put on a bread and effective 
basis. 

Vesuvius at Work. 

Naples.—Vesuvius is again in a 
state of active eruption. Four streams 
of lava are flowing down the mountain 
side at the rate of 400 yards an hour. 
The chestnut trees on Mount Somma 
have been burned. Constant explo¬ 
sions are heard in the central crater, 
which is emitting smoke and flames. 

Russia Orders Ironclads. 

Berlin.—The Russian Government 
has ordered a 5000-ton iron-clad vessel 
from the Krupp works at Kiel and a j 
similar vessel from tbe Vulcan works 
st Stettin.

Will t»ive Her Hperiat Advantage* 
lw Ui# West Indies. 

\urk.—A Work! cabin from 
Madrid says:! Spain is studiously pre¬ 
paring to protract the sessions of the 
joint peace and military commissions, 
for Weeks certainly, and for months if 
possible. Every conceivable point 
which can be disputed over, legitimate 
or not. will lie raised and discussed to 
the limit. The Government w ill cable 
the Spanish members ,,f the West In¬ 
dian commissions to arrange for the 
efacuiitiou of Cuba and Porto Rico, a 
long series of topics they must suggest 
aud debate. Careful instructions, how¬ 
to urge them and what positions to 
tftke w ill also be sent. 

For instance, army delegates are to 
raise a multitude of questions and 
quibble over them about the conditions 
of evacuation; lmw long a period shall 
be allowed for getting Spain’s troops 
oufi; how arms and other munitions of 
vair shall be sent home; how men shall 
transported; upon which side shall 
the expense of each one of an in¬ 
ly of details connected with the 
idouing of the islands, 
ion the navy delegates are to ex¬ 
ist the subjects (and American com- 
lioners) of tho rights and claims 
Ip**h* in regard to all ports, arsen¬ 
al*. docks, defenses and everything else 
Hurt promises an opportunity for par- 
lejring. Both the army and navy rop- 
rsMftntatives will be charged to insist 
upon Spain's alleged rights in respect 
to forts, barracks, palaces, prisons, 
public buildings, roads, state lands 
and all such things. They, further¬ 
more, will be directed to debate over 
ifbot sli. !1 be done with convicts in 
penitentiaries, prisoners in jails under 
Sentence, over the status of courts, 
laws and legislation. 

It is evidently a part of Spain's 
pl*n to seek to establish before the 
Paris Pi. ’ Commission a prima facie 
cam with regard to the Cuban debt. 
She will try to bring out strongly all 
F-Sils touched upon so thaV her com* 
missioiiers may argue forcibly in favor 
of requiring Cuba to pay at least a 
part of the debt incurred prior to 1805, 
in order to offset the outlay of the 
Madrid Government in those directions 
in previous years. The Ministry is 
sanguine that the Spanish Cuban and 
Porto Rican commissioners will make 
much easier the task of tlie Spanish 
members of the grand commission in 
Paris, before which the Cuban debt 
certainly will be pressed to the utmost. 

Spain purposes, moreover, to make 
overtures in the Peace Commission 
for commercial treaties which shall 
give her special trade advantages in 
Cuba and Porto Rioo in exchange for 
concessions to the United States in the 
Philippines, Ladroncs and Carolines. 

Uucle Hum in CliiiiM. 

London.—The morning papers com¬ 
ment upon the proposed immense in¬ 
crease in the American Navy. The 
Standard says: “Such a fleet, opera¬ 
ting from Manila as a base, would be 
able to exercise considerable influence 
upon the progress of events in Chinese 
waters, and, added to tlie English 
China squadron and the Japanese navy, 
would make a mighty armament in¬ 
deed.” 

The Standard suggests that this 
consideration may cause Russia to 
pause. 

The Daily Mail says: “The new pro¬ 
gramme is startling in its immensity. 

The American Navy jumps to fourth 
place among the world’s fleets. It 
will not long remain fourth, nor 
will it be long before the United 
States will have a |«ilicy in China.” 

New Law* for Porto Klco. 

Washington. — President McKinley 
has issued an order carrying into effect 
tlie tariff regulations for Porto Rico, as 
promulgated by the War Department. 
The tonnage and lauding charges pro¬ 
vided for are practically the same as 
provided in the Cuban regulations, but 
the customs duties as a whole are 
lower. The regulations apply to all 
places in the island occupied by 
United States forces, and the levying 
and collection of the tax provided for 
are left wholly in the control of the 
army authorities. 

Blanco la Obdurate. 

Madrid.—The Government is dis¬ 
pleased with the attitude of Captains- 
General Macias and Hlauoo. The lat¬ 
ter has again positively declined to 
preside over the evacuation of Cuba. 
The Captain-General of the Canary 
Isands was removed owing to his fail¬ 
ing to agree with the War Minister’s 
arrangements regarding the disposi¬ 
tion of troops. 

Wants a Coaling Station. 

London.-—The Daily Mail’s Odessa 
correspondent says he hears on incon- 
teetible authority that Russia has 
opened the pour parleur with Spain for 
the cession of a coaling station in the 
Philippines. 1 


Germany's Intorost* are Safe. 

New \ ork. — A Sun cable from Ber¬ 
lin says: An oflicer of the Foreign 
Office who is in a position to 8|**ak 
upon the highest authority, said to a 
Sun reporter: 

‘Criticisms of Captain-General 
Augustus transfer to the Kaiser in 
Augusta are due to a complete misun¬ 
derstanding of Germany’s attitude. 
Our only object was to protect our 
commercial interests, w hich we believe 
to lie as safe under the United States 
Government as the Spanish. Perhaps 
questions as to the control of the 
Philippines concern the United States 
ami Spain alone. Germany lias no 
intention of intervening and no reason 
for doing so.

Many years ago, tlie editor of an 
English paper which throve upon scan¬ 
dalous gossip was sued for libel. In 
the witness box lie pleaded that ho only 
sold what people wanted, aud his pro¬ 
fits were large. "I had rather starve," 
answ ered the counsel for the other side, 
“than pick sixpences out of the gutter.” 
That brave speaker Is to-day Lord 
Chancellor of Kugluud, while the editor 
still picks sixpences out of the gutter.

As is well known, America was stt 
prune in the Philippine trade from tin* 
opening of the export business of the 
Island on a large scale until within a 
few years.

When n man falls In business and is 
ii nnI>le to pay ills hills, it Is important 
that there should be some law under 
which the persons to whom ho owes 
money may receive each his fair share, 
| of whatever property ’may In* applied 
I toward the settlement of his debts. It 
! is quite as Important, If tlie failure has 
! been an honest one, that tlie debtor, af- 
• ter he lias done everything he can to 
j pay his debts, should he relieved from 
j further responsibility for them, and 
should tie tilde to start again. The new 
bankruptcy law. which Congress lias 
recently enacted. Is intended to accom¬ 
plish IhiiIi of these purposes. It lias 
provisions for voluntary bankruptcy, in 
which the proceedings are begun by 
the debtor himself, aud for Involuntary 
bankruptcy, In which those to whom he , 
owes money takes steps to secure as 
inni'li as possible of what Is due them. 1 
We have been without a national bank¬ 
ruptcy law for twenty years, and for a 
large part of that time Congress lias t 
had some bankruptcy Hill under con . 
slderatlou. It lias been extremely dif¬ 
ficult to reconcile conflicting Interests 
and to frame a measure which should 
he Just to creditors without seeming to 
bear hardly upon debtors. Y'et the need 
of a national law has become every 
year more urgent, because the differ¬ 
ent Slate laws vary widely In tlielr pro¬ 
visions, and no State law can absolve a 
man from the payment of debts due 
to non-residents. The new law lias tlie 
advnntage of being extremely simple 
nnd Inexpensive in its machinery. The 
most striking feature of the law is the 
new definition of Insolvency on which 
It is based. Hitherto a man has been 
Insolvent wlio could not pay Ids debts 
when they were due. Bui under this 
law a man is not Insolvent unless his 
entire property, at a fair valuation, Is 
insufficient to meet his debts. This 
helps the debtor, by reckoning to his 
credit all property which, eveu though 
tie canot turn ll Immediately into cash, 
lias actual value. The law exempts 
farmers aud wage earners from pro¬ 
ceedings in Involuntary bankruptcy. It 
recogulzea only two offenses, one per 
Jury, aud the other the concealment of 
property from a trustee. Only when 
one of these crimes has been commit¬ 
ted. or fraudulent books have been 
kept, can a debtor he refused a dis¬ 
charge from liis debts. The law makes

It was on the island of Cuba, in tbs 
autumn 'if 14. that the use of tobacco 
was learned by Europeans. (Vilr.mhn* 
mates the fiist mention of the weed in 
his diary under date of Oct. 15 When 
he and liis men landed on Cntshores, 
the kindly natives, who mistook them 
for messengers from heaven, brought 
them numerous offerings. Among these.

Were Route “dry leaves, which must b“ 
something much prized by them (the 
natives', for they had already brought 
me some in San Salvador ns a present.” 

Little heed was paid to these leaves 
ia the beginning hy the Spaniards. They 
were in search of gold and saw n<> pos¬ 
sibility of converting miserable weeds 
into that precious commodity »n tho 
eonrso of time they began to notice that 
as the natives went to and from their 
villages and the shore smoke escaped 
from their months, “in a truly diahol 
icnl manner.” Soon they discovertd 
that these unclad children of the wilds 
carried in their hands a “burning 
stick," which every now and then ihey 
would put into their mouths atid blow 
out a cloud of smoke. This had a most 
heathenish look, as it is recorded, to the 
Spaniards, ami they inquired, as well as 
they could by signs, into the custom. 

They learned that- the burning sinks 
were com posed of the dried haves so 
treasured by the u.itivos. and that the 
custom of smoking the fragrant weed 
was supposed to lessen fatigue on long 
journeys. They tried it for themselves 
and found this actually to be the case. 
On many a troublesome jaunt thereafter 
they were refreshed as the pleasant per¬ 
fume curled upward from their own

Got-Weather Cautions for Rathera. 

Never enter tlie water when over¬ 
heated; rest a little first, and cool off, 
but nut enough to feel cold.

At Penfleld, Pa., resides the heaviest 
ex-soldler of the civil war, If the com¬ 
mon belief ls correct Ills name la 
Rufus Herbert Lucore. He was horn 
ln March, 1832, In a log cabin that was 
uot aliove ten minutes’ walk from the 
house where he now lives and expects 
to live till death culls him out of the 
world.

1 k WONDERFUL ALASKAN FISK' 

D l*d, It Majr Re Uee« as a Candle, and' 
the Nemalna Are Ratable. 

Those men who are engaged ln the 
profitable business of seal fishing in 
the Behring Sea and Pacific Ocean,' 
tlong the shores of Alaska and Brltlatf 

Columbia, have found that a speclea Of 
fish of the smelt family iuhablt these! 
waters. These fish, lu much the samd' 
way ns the herring, by tbe irresistible 
force of Instinct, are annually led to 
I Approach the shores for the purpose of 
Lb-posittiig their spawn lu tlie shallow 
l waters. They arrive In vast shoals, 
keeping closely together, and nro 
• i'.-iiight by the fishermen with nets and 
; lines. Each of these nets Is 150 feel 
long and 20 feet deep, and along tho 
upper edge Is fastened to n series of 
cork floats. When the net Is to be shot 
a large buoy Is attached to the end ofl 
the drit rope, the lntoy is thrown over-' 
hoard and the sails set. As the boat 
lashes away from the spot the nets, 

I whleh have been attached to the drift 
•ope, are thrown successively over- 
board, until all are paid out aud hang 
in the water like a net wall. Thg 
' strain of the buoy al one end of thd 
Irlft rope und the boat at tlie other 
ieeps the rope straight and tlie net up- 
•IghL 

As the fish come swimming nlong 
hey are arrested by the net, which 
hey can not see on account of the tbia 
twine of which it is made, und of th^ 
large Htesbes. which are about 2 YK 
Inches In diameter. The head slipa 
through tlie meshes, but tlie middle of 
the body ls large nnd ean not pass. 
When the fish attempts to recede. Its 
.•pen gill covers become hitched ill the 
| meshes, and so retain It in that ttneom- 
i forcible position till tlie net is drawn 
j In. The listi Is also a voracious biter , 1 
And can be cnttglit almost as soon as 
the line can be baited and thrown over¬ 
board. 

On being examined, the fish are found 
•o be of a rich green on the back, varie¬ 
gated with a deep blue, while tlie abdo- 
non Is silvery White, with golden re-, 
lections. The tish nre so extremely fat 
lint ou being held up to the light they, 
ire almost transparent, the backbone 
if tlie fish being seen to stand out per-| 
feetly against tbe light. Tlie tlsli live 
'or some considerable time after being 
aken out of the water. 

After the fish are caught they are 
iried and stored away until the loug 
winter months arrive, when It gets 
lark early and the Alaskan Is snowed 
ip. Here conics an opportunity for, 
istng them. Not a bit at a loss for light, 
lie Alaskan takes one of these dried 
lsh. inserts Its tall Into a crack In Ills 
rough wooden table, and lights its nose. 
The tisli burns with a bright and steady, 
flame of about three caudle power, giv- 
ng a clear, white light nnd a very ooa- 
ildernlile amount of heat. A fairly, 
large tisli will burn for a period of three 
hours. 

The scientific explanation is extreme¬ 
ly simple. The vertebrae which form 
lie backbone of Ilte tisli arc found to 
no largely formed of phosphorus, which 
not only causes lt to Ignite easily, hut 
tlso accounts for the strength of thF 
(lame und the heat developed. The 
substance of the fish, which consists «y, 
largely of fat. acts ps a feUider to thf 
rapid burning of the yei'letira^ Tit 
risely tin* same way as the tallow aefi 
lit an ordinary cnndle. The ful of thA 
tisli Is largely composed of stcarluo^ 
which is also Die chief chemical con¬ 
stituent of the tallow used for making 
caudles, and which gives them their 
firmness and consistency. 

Valuable as Is the fish for Its light;, 
giving properties, It also has its valu* 
ah a food. If necessary, It can be eaten 
after having been used ns a candle, if 
then being simply smoked, or It can be 
boiled or cooked In the ordinary man ; 1 
tier. In whichever way it Is treated, to; 
a hungry man it serves as a very wel-‘ 
come and appetizing dish. In flavor tt! 
Is much like the smelt, having tlie same 
sweet taste, but Is much fatter. 

Ml ill another use to wlrich It can b« 
put Is uh ii substitute for cod liver oil,' 
which, if taken III sufficient quantity,( 
by aiding tlie natural heat of the body[] 
proves au excellent protective against 
the severe cold.
